(INS)— A $3,000,000 p ra y er will go up 
from the throats of cherr y orchard 
owners here tomorrow' when several 
hundred 
of them ga th er for a now- 
traditional, 
colorful 
ce rem ony — the 
annual blessing of the blossoms. 
The custom originated ll years ago 
and during those years 
there 
never 
lias been a crop failure in the Grand 
Tra vers e 
region, the largest 
cherry 
producing area in the world. 
Orchardists estimate that the crop 
this ye ar will be worth about $3,000,- 
000, and 
the 
ceremonies 
tomorrow 
will ask for divine protection against 
frosts, hail storm s and parasites. 
All 
denominations 
unite 
In 
the 
unique ritu als and through the years 
a set ceremonial 
has 
developed 
in 
which h ym ns and psalms are 
sung 
and recited. 
A prayer is offered by 
one of the clergymen and then the 
orchardists unite in their own simple 
hut im pressive prayer, as follows; 
“God of our fathers, whose all pro­ 
tective love, descends on all m a n ’s ef- 
forts with his blessing from above; 
protect, we pray Thee, 
Father, 
our 
o r c h a r d s and our fields . . . lo o k down 
upon us Fath er , accept our prayers 
and 
then, 
we pray Thee, bless our 
blossoms and mak e them fruit.” 
The c h e r r y crop this 
season 
will 
total about 100,000,000 pounds with a 
price of th r e e cents a pound or more 
in prospect. In most cases, the ch er­ 
ries form the only farm income of 
the o rc h a rd ists and if the cherry crop 
is lost, man y will be in financial diffi­ 
culty. 
Many of them a re retired business 
men who carne to the T ra v e rse area 
originally 
as 
re sette rs, 
became in­ 
trigued with it, pu rchased trac ts of 
land and then, duri ng their producing 
years, financed the development of the 
property. Now* the orch ard takes care 
of them and they have 
moved 
from 
their Detroit or Chicago homes to be­ 
come gentl e m a n farmers. 
.Mingling with them in the Blessing 
of the Blossoms will Im.* 
the 
native 
sons who have taken over their fath­ 
er's orchar ds. 
The c erem ony started l l y ears ago 
with 
only 
a few 
spectators and a 
handful of clergym en present. There 
was no pro gram and the rites were 
som ew hat of a hodge-podge. But that 
year, the trees l>ent toward the ground 
with their heaviest crop. 
Birne then, the custom has grown 
to become an ann ual institution.
